3. Workforce Task Force Report: Barbara Selter presented an overview of the Task Force Report on 

Home Care Workers, which identifies gaps, challenges, potential avenues for improvement, and 

overall recommendations at county and state and federal level. There was a focus on 

• Communication and outreach,  

• Rebranding to make the professional more appealing, 

• Recruitment of high school students,   

• Expanded training opportunities including field-based practice, including training for 

institutional settings,  

• Enhancements to encourage training;  

• Priorities, which include but are not limited to mobilizing to make sure work of task force 

moves forward in areas of compensation, training, reimbursement for family members, 

greater Medicaid reimbursement rates.    



Barbara asked the committee to study the Appendices with detailed recommendations for going 

forward.  Although the Task Force has disbanded, the County Executive and Gabe Albornoz have 

expressed great interest.  Gabe plans to devote a Council HHS committee meeting to this topic.  It 

will be important for the CoA to keep working with Council on this.
